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PEELING THE TRANSPARENCY SHEET FROM THE DESTINATION 
SURFACE AND TRANSFERRED IMAGE 
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REMOVING UNDESIRED RESIDUE FROM THE 
TRANSFERRED IMAGE 
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DRYING THE TRANSFERRED IMAGE 
AND THE DESTINATION SURFACE 
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APPLYING A PROTECTIVE COATING OF 
VARNISH OR MATTE FINISH TO THE 
TRANSFERRED IMAGE AND DESTINATION 
SURFACE
